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The applicant argues that the amendment to the claims do not raise any new issues, however the examiner fails to agree, as the 
addidtion of, "within the switch" is different from the previously amended claims that claimed without buffering in steps a and b, where 
steps a and b are performed in parts of a switch, not the entire switch itself. The examiner asks for support and clarity pertianing to the 
amendement, as the specification clearly describes buffering local packets within the switch, in particular within the traffic manager as 
disclosed in para 0085. The examiner also asserts that there is not support within the specification to support no buffering within steps a 
and b as disclosed in* claim 1. The specification supports no buffering in a packet processing unit, however makes no mention of 
buffering or not buffering in a port, such as the ports shown in fig 7. The applicant is asked to point out where within the specification 
support is given for the claimed limitation. 

Applicant insists that no buffering is performed within the port or switch, and asserts that para 0015 (a storage switch will not buffer 
packets) discloses the limitation, however the detailed description does not address this limitation, and teaches away from not buffering 
in a port or switchas para 0085 introduces buffering packets for delivery. 

The applicant argues that the cited art does not disclose the applicants claimed performing a virtualization function. The examiner 
maintains that a virtualization function is an action performed related to or dependent on virtualization, as by definition, a function is a 
factor related to or dependent upon other factors. Furthermore, Tzeng discloses information being received, containing a header with 
destination and VLAN information and routing information to a destination based on a forwarding decision as disclosed in the response 
to arguments of the previous action issued by the examiner.The examiner maintains that independent claims 1, and 9 in particular do not 
make use of the word or inherently imply virtualization 
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
